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Dear Sir: 

This paper is in response to the election of species requirement set forth in the 
Office Action dated July 16, 2004. At the outset, Applicant respectfully submits that 
claims 45-89 are not pending as indicated in the Office Action. A Preliminary 
Amendment was submitted on February 27, 2004 in which claims 1-44, 52-73, and 90- 
116 were canceled. As a result, claims 45-51 and 74-89 are presently pending. 

Applicant provisionally elects Species IV for continued examination. At least 
claims 75-81 are readable on the elected species. 
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Applicant also respectfully submits that claim 75 is at least generic to claims 
82-89. Claim 75 recites a pixel sensor cell for use in an imaging device. Claim 82 recites 
a CMOS imager comprising an array of pixel sensor cells. Similarly, claims 88 and 89 
recite an integrated circuit imager comprising an array of pixel sensor cells. 

Accordingly, upon the allowance of generic claim, Applicant will be entitled 
to consideration of claims to not more than two species in addition to the elected 
species, provided that all claims to each additional species are written in dependent 
form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 
37 CFR 1.146. 



An action on the merits of all the claims and a Notice of Allowance thereof 
are respectfully requested.
